Chance In have a say 
on development plan

NOW is your chance to have your say 
on a proposed development which 
could see 2,500 new homes in 
Haverhill. 

A masterplan document for the pro¬ 
posed £300 million Great Wilsey Park 
development in North East Haverhill 
has been released, and a consultation 
is planned. 

The document outlines plans for a 
development between Haverhill Road, 
which runs towards Bury St Edmunds, 
and Chalkstone Way, stretching out to 
back onto Haverhill golf club in the 
east of the town. 

The site would hold up to 2,500 
homes, including 120 specialised 
properties for elderly residents. 

It would also have a new primary 
school, a small health centre with 4 
GPs and space for visiting specialists, 
and local centres with pharmacies, 
cafes and shops. 

There would be 370 new jobs created 
on the site. 

One key aspect of the masterplan is 
the vision of having 80 hectares of 
green space, including a 42 acre coun¬ 
try park. 

As well as greenery, the park would 
have play space for children, allot¬ 
ments, and pieces of public art. 

The country park would join up with 
East Town Park, and the development 
would also include space for Samuel 
Ward Academy to expand. 

In response to feedback given to the 


borough council during previous con¬ 
sultations, there will not be a road 
linking the site to Coupals Road. 

It will instead be accessible to vehi¬ 
cles from Haverhill Road and 
Chalkstone Way. 

Paul Donno, chair of the Haverhill 
Chamber of Commerce, has been call¬ 
ing for a road linking the site to 
Coupals Road, to provide an exit from 
the town towards Essex. 

He said: “The development makes 
Haverhill more attractive for larger 
investors and people who want to work 
here. It’s excellent in terms of invest¬ 
ment, but why on earth would we have 
two exits going the Cambridgre route 
and no adequate one to Essex?” 

Ian Johnson is a resident who has 


been campaigning for a country park 
in Haverhill, and against a road link¬ 
ing the site to Coupals Road, as it 
would cut the country park in two. 

He said: “I am very very pleased 
there’s no road linking to Coupals 
Road. I’m keeping my fingers crossed 
it won’t be ressurected. 

“But I would like to have seen a nine 
hole golf course rather than a six hole 
golf course, and a nice avenue of trees 
which would go through the middle of 
the park. That could be used for things 
like car boot sales. 

“I would like as many people as pos¬ 
sible to go along and tell developers 
what they want.” 

Sally Adlen from Hallam Land 
Management, one of the groups pro¬ 


posing the development, said: “Our 
proposals respond to the consultation 
feedback which was provided to the 
Council previously. 

“We have included health provision, 
schools and other facilities and will be 
providing almost 200 acres of green 
and open space, including a 42 acre 
country park to the south of the site. 

“We hope the community will visit 
the events on the 3rd June, we would 
be keen to know what residents would 
like the country park to include and 
will be showing a number of options.” 

Town, borough and county council¬ 
lor Tony Brown said: “It looks like a 
very good scheme. There’s a lot of

CONSERVATIVE Matthew 
Hancock - who was re-elected 
as MP for West Suffolk last 
Thursday - has been given a 
role in Prime Minister David 
Cameron’s new Cabinet. 

Mr Hancock, who won his seat 
with a majority of 52.2 per cent, 
is the new Minister of the 
Cabinet Office and Paymaster 
General. 

He will be responsible for 
public sector efficiency and 
reform, civil service issues, 
industrial relations in the public 
sector, government 
transparency, civil 
contingencies, civil society, 
cyber security and UK statistics. 
He will attend Cabinet meetings. 

He said on Tuesday that he 
had three priorities for Haverhill: 
bringing jobs and investments 
to the town, improving transport 
and the A1307 and improving 
healthcare. 

He said: “The promise from 
the Conservatives that we will 
have seven day a week and 
evening access to GPs will be of 
great benefit to Haverhill.”

IN the run up to Dementia Awareness 
Week, a Haverhill care home is giv¬ 
ing out free guides on how to help 
dementia sufferers stay active. 

Cleves Place Care home in Millfields 
Way opened earlier this year, and 
three of its four care communities 
look after people suffering from 
dementia. 

Care UK, which runs Cleves Place, 
has published a guide called Good to 
Go, which highlights the importance 
of staying active for people with 
dementia, and offers practical advice 
on making the most of every outing. 

The guide suggests building in plen¬ 
ty of flexibility when you go out with a 
person suffering from dementia, and 
being prepared to go with the 
moment. 

The number of people with demen¬ 
tia in Suffolk is expected to double 
over the next 15 years, from 8,600 to 
17,000, according to Care UK. 

Sharon Van Tonder, manager of

Cleves Place, said: “People are often 
very fearful to take people with 
dementia out. They say: ‘Will this 
affect how they are?’. I say: ‘Unless 
you give it a go, how will you know?’ ” 
The guide has been released for 
Dementia Awareness Week, which 
runs from May 18 to May 24. 

Ms Van Tonder says that Haverhill is 
a good place to help a person with 
dementia stay active, as it has green 
spaces and a convenient town centre. 

“We are quite near Tesco and the 
town centre and Cleves Place, and 
we’re lucky with the parks we have 
around, like East Town Park. 


“If people want to start off slow, they 
can just go into their gardens. 

“We’re suggesting to people that it 
doesn’t have to be all the way to 
Clacton-on-Sea. 

“Just going to a nursery, like the one 
in Sturmer, going to the park, going to 
a Tesco for a cup of tea. Don’t worry 
about making it about going some¬ 
where, just get someone out and 
about.” 

She encouraged carers to come into 
the home to pick up the Good to Go 
guide, but it is also available on the 
Care UK website. 

“The message we want to get across 
to carers is that they are not alone,” 
said Ms Van Tonder. “We want to be a 
part of the community, with so many 
carers living in Haverhill.” 

She recommends visiting the 
Alzheimer’s Society website, www.

website, www.ageuk.org.uk, for more 
support.

Transfer of community 


centre sparks concerns

RESIDENTS have spoken out 
about the transfer of a com¬ 
munity centre to a new 
owner, saying they were not 
properly consulted. 

The Chalkstone Community 
Centre in Haverhill’s 
Strasbourg Square was trans¬ 
ferred from St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council ownership 
to the River of Life 
Community Church last 
Wednesday, May 6, as report¬ 
ed last week. 

The transfer was the result 
of a decision made by the bor¬ 
ough council in 2009 to give 
all the community centres it 
owned to local groups. 

As it was a “community 
asset transfer” and not a sale, 
the community centre would 
either have been given away 
for free, or sold for the cost of 
£ 1 . 

Ernie Goody, who lives 
opposite the centre and is 
secretary of the Chalkstone 
Association of Tenants and 
Residents (CATRA) said: 
“Apparently River of Life sent 
letters out to many people, 
but not to me and not to the 
shops on the square. And 
then suddenly it’s a done 
deal.” 

Gwen Dalton, chair of 
CATRA, said: “It’s local peo¬ 
ple who should have the say. 
It’s their community centre 
after all.” 

Paul Turner, pastor of the 
River of Life Community 
Church, said: “We delivered a 
letter and a questionnaire to 
every home on the Chalkstone 
estate. 

“I think somee folks say that 
they didn’t get those letters, 
and if they didn’t I’m sorry 
about that, but a lot of stuff 


“Then the River of Life 
came forward and they 
were part of the commu¬ 
nity. 

“They carried out 
the consultation 
with local peo¬ 
ple and the staff 
were very much 
involved. 

“To the peo¬ 
ple who are 
using the group 
and the local 
authority it all 
seems quite satis¬ 
factory. It’s just a 
change of management 
and ownership. 

“We look forward to it 
being very much part and 
parcel of the community 
in a way it has really fallen 
away from.” 

Although the transfer 
was originally scheduled 
to take place this summer, 
Cllr Mildmay-White said 
that it took place on May 6 
because staff contracts 
were already coming to an 
end. 

Timetabled activities at 
the Chalkstone 

Community Centre will 
continue as normal.

green spaces and they’ve got 
the country park. 

“We would like to see a bit 
more detail, which we are 
hoping to do at the consulta¬ 
tion. Lrom first impressions 
I’m very pleased. 

“The main point now is to 
get everyone to engage at this 
stage. This is a really impor¬ 
tant time for people to get 
their comments in. 

“They can influence the 
plans in the future if they 
make their feelings heard at 
this stage.” 

If the plan receives plan¬ 
ning permission from St 
Edmundsbury Borough 
Council this year, it will take 
nine to 10 years to complete. 

The planners are asking for 
the views of local people on 
the masterplan document. 

The consultation opened on 
Lriday, May 8, and closes on 
Friday, June 19. 


comes through the post. 

“The local papers ran arti¬ 
cles which mentioned, I think 
quite clearly, that there was a 
consultation. 

“We also had an afternoon 
when we invited people to 
come to the Chalkstone 
estate and discuss it. 

“I felt that we had tried to 
engage. Obviously they are 
going to be our neighbours 
and we want to get on.” 

River of Life’s report on 
their consultation reveals 
that although they produced 
500 questionnaires for resi¬ 
dents to fill in, only 31 were 
returned - 29 in the post and 
two at the consultation ses¬ 
sion. 

This is a return rate of just 
6.2 per cent. 

Of the respondents, 27 said 
they would like to see the 
centre used more, and 28 said 
it was in need of refurbish¬ 


ment. 

Paul Turner said the church 
aims to continue the current 
schedule at the community 
centre, reach out to more 
groups to see if they would 
like to use it, and in the long 
term to get some refurbish- 
ments done. 

The church has been in con¬ 
tact with CATRA about the 
running of the community 
centre. 

No separate consultation 
was carried out by St 
Edmundsbury Borough 
Council about the transfer of 
the centre. 

Since 2009 they have met 
with several community 
groups about the possibility 
of their owning the 
Chalkstone Centre, including 
Haverhill town council and 
CATRA. 

Cllr Sara Mildmay-White, 
who was the borough coun¬ 


cil’s deputy leader and 
cabinet member for health 
and communities at the 
time of the transfer, said: 
“We offered it to the town 
council, as they had taken 
over the Leiston Centre, 
and we offered it to 
CATRA, and they had a 
look.

Hancock holds 
West Suffolk 



HANNAH MIRSKY 

INCUMBENT Conservative 
MP Matthew Hancock held 
his seat comfortably in West 
Suffolk on Thursday night, 
with 52.2 per cent of the vote 
- a total of 25,684 votes. 

UKIP’s Julian Flood was sec¬ 
ond with 10,700 votes, 21.7 per 
cent of those cast. In the 2010 
general election the Liberal 
Democrats were the second 
most popular party, and UKIP 
received just 6.4 per cent. 

Mr Flood beat Labour can¬ 
didate and district and coun¬ 
ty councillor Michael Jefferys, 
who received 8,604 votes, 17.5 
per cent off those cast. 

Liberal Democrat Elfreda 
Tealby-Watson received 2,465 
votes (5 per cent) and Green 
Niall Pettitt received 1,779 
votes (3.6 per cent). 

Turnout was 64.9 per cent, a 
very slight increase on the last 
election. A total of 49,429 bal¬ 
lot papers were counted, out 
of a possible electorate of 
76,198. 

Mr Hancock’s majority was 
14,984. He said after the 
results were announced: “It 
seems to be a message that 
has been accepted across the 
country that in order to pro¬ 
tect the security of our fami¬ 
lies nationwide and our eco¬ 
nomic recovery, we need to 
continue our work. 

“I pledge tonight that I will 
be working with all I can for 
West Suffolk. 

“Five years ago I said it was 
humbling to be elected. I have 
enjoyed every minute, but it’s 
equally humbling to be re¬ 
elected. I take it not as a vote 
of confidence, but as a request 


to work yet harder for the ben¬ 
efit of all the people in West 
Suffolk.” 

He outlined his top priorites 
for the constituency: “I will 
continue the work on jobs and 
apprenticeships that I have 
put so much effort into, to 
give all young people the 
opportunities they deserve. 

“Secondly, I am committed 
to bringing a cinema to 
Newmarket, which I am really 
looking forward to working 
on. 

“Third is to improve the 
infrastructure, both the roads 
and the broadband. I’d like to 
keep the economy growing 
and stable, including attract¬ 
ing businesses to West 
Suffolk, and making it a good 
place to grow business. 

“I want to represent all my 
constituents and try to solve 
individual problems through 
surgeries and casework. It’s a 
part of the job that doesn’t get 
spoken about as much, but is 
very important.” 

Mr Flood said after the 
results: “I would have liked 


more, obviously I would have 
liked to be an MP. As a county 
councillor when I ask ques¬ 
tions I get answers, and I 
imagine as an MP you get 
even better answers. 

“But it’s a great result for the 
party. Mr Farage said that he 
expected us to get a lot of sec¬ 
onds this time, and next time 
we will secure it. As usual Mr 
Farage was right.” 

Labour’s Michael Jefferys 
said: “Clearly I was very dis¬ 
appointed. I did expect to do 
better, but the swing across 
the country clearly affected 
the result in West Suffolk. 

“I was particularly disap¬ 
pointed to come third to the 
UKIP candidate. I thought I 
ran a good campaign, but 
clearly the swing affected it.” 

Green Niall Pettitt said: 
“Overall it’s clear that the vot¬ 
ers have lost this one. A quar¬ 
ter of the votes have gone to a 
party with less than two per 
cent of the seats. After the 
election I think there will be a 
very strong campaign for a 
more proportional system.”

rations and stimulating 
inventions in the local econo¬ 
my I’m really positive about 
it. I really encourage people 
to get engaged with the uni¬ 
versity” 

Schools in the Samuel Ward 
Academy Trust, which Mr Lay 
runs, include Haverhill’s 
Samuel Ward Academy, 
Clements Primary School, 
Westfield Primary Academy 
and Churchill Special Free 
School. 

Mr Lay said: “I know it will 
make a difference to our stu¬ 
dents. Already we have had 
students who are not from 
families with a university 
background who have visited 
the campus and been encour¬ 
aged by it.

‘Eye tests have 
transformed my 
son’s reading’

A MUM has urged other par¬ 
ents to get their children’s 
eyes tested after her son’s 
reading was transformed by 
a new pair of glasses. 

Haverhill resident Caroline 
Elsden’s 10-year-old son 
Aidan, who attends Coupals 
Primary Academy, struggled 
with reading from an early 
age. 

He was tested for dyslexia, 
but the result was negative, 
despite him falling behind in 
school. 

Mrs Elsden then took him 
for a colour overlay assess¬ 
ment, which determines 
whether a child’s eyesight 
would benefit from tinted 
coloured glasses. 

It is part of a process called 
colorimetry, which is a spe¬ 
cial set of tests for symptoms 
of visual stress. 

Mrs Elsden says that 
Aidan’s reading was trans¬ 
formed even while the opti¬ 
cian was testing him. 

“It was so emotional, I had

never heard Aidan read so 
fluently and I just burst into 
tears. It is such a relief to 
finally know why Aidan was 
struggling with his reading 
and I am so glad we found 
out about colorimetry. 

“This could be life chang¬ 
ing for Aidan and he seems 
much more confident.” 

Aidan has been reading 
more since being prescribed 
tinted spectacles. 

He said: “The words make 
more sense to me and I enjoy 
reading now. My favourite 
books at the moment are The 


Gruffalo and Horrid Henry,” 

The test took place at 
Wardale Williams opticians 
in Camps Road, which offer- 
scolour overlay assessments 
free of charge. 

Senior optometrist Joanna 
Williams, who carried out 
Aidan’s assessment, said: 
“Some children struggle to 
read at expected levels as 
they experience peculiar vis¬ 
ual symptoms when looking 
at a printed page, this is 
known as visual stress. 

“However, scientific 
research has shown symp¬ 
toms of visual stress can be 
reduced with colour, for 
some children the words 
become clearer when col¬ 
oured overlays are placed 
over the page, if this is the 
case tinted glasses can be 
prescribed to help a child 
read better. 

“We would urge any parent 
whose child is suffering with 
their reading to consider col¬ 
orimetry as it could be the 
answer and the coloured 
overlay assessments are free 
of charge.”
